Bdgerton will asserl that his anti-monop-
oly record while seeretary of the Board of
Meannportation entities him to the nomina-
tion, and will be able to show that besides
Brawing $4,000 malary he hus compellod the
rullronds to answer A number of questions
and obliged thelr attorneys (o appear at
the sinte house a number of times, to the
great and lasting benefit of the peopls of
Ahe state, He ls quite sure that his efforts
have heen productive af much good to the
tnxpayers. It I8 well known that the twe
Eidgertons are strongly Inclined toward mid-
die-of-the-roadism, and the othér members
of the statehouse party are somewhat slow
in predieating the effoct of J. W, Edgerton's
cundidacy.

HAVE NO USE FOR HAWAII

Ex-Seereinry Morton Declnres Him-
nelf ax Unalternbly Opposed to
Annexntion,

NERBRASKA CITY, July 1.—Bpecial.)—J.
Bterling Morton was interviewed today on the
question of the annexiation of foreign terrl-
tory, Mr. Morton sald that he was much
Interested In the question.

1 am unalterably opposed to the annexa-
tion of any foreign territory not immediately
ndjacent to the United States,'" sald the
ex-secretary of agriculture, when asked by
the correspondent {f he advocated or was
In favor of annexing foreign territory ns a
result of the war with Spain. "In Canada,
however, where our own language is spoken
and our own race Is dominant, there may
at some time In the future be found good
reason for peaceful annexation or absorption
by the United States. The possibllity of n
unfon ke ours rests primarily upen its gov-
ernment belng Intended for and extended
over contiguous territory. An Insular re-
public of stutes made up of islands remote
from each other in seas and oceans {8 a ge-
ographlcal nnd physical Impossibllity, Con-
tinental republles are possible; Insular re-
publies made up of scattered Islands are im-
possible.

"The Hawnllan Islands can have no value

f to us for a coallng station unless that coal-
iog statlon s fortified, garrigoned and

cmalntalned as an Invineible military post,
No conling station can be availlnble except
it be foriifled and defended by troops and
the best warlike appllances of modern
times,

"The native owners of the Hawnllan ls-
Iands were not permitted to vote as to
whether they desired the dethronement of
Lilloukalanl, the establishment of the Dale
oligarchy, or annexation to the United
Blates. And the patlve owners, belng in
the majortly, should alone have determined
the form of government which they desired
. to live under, If the government of the
United States does unto others as it would
have others do unto It, it should have simply
permitted the Hawallans to have determined
their own form of government.

“Whether the United Stales can absorb
the Phillppine Islands with from 7,000,000
to 11,000,000 of barbariang and malntain for
those heathens n representative form of
government 1s an experiment which should
bo entered upon, If at all, with great delib-
gration and caution, It 18 impossible for
me o convince myself that lalapd of colo-
nlal dependencies, geographlcally remote
from the United States, can strengthen the
republic. On the other huud, there uwre
many reasons for belleving (hat such de-
rendencies would weaken this form of gov-
erpment and possibly at last entirely sub-
vert It. A standing army of @ great many
thousand and a navy of a4 vast number of
fhips would have to be malotained i such
i garecr were entored upon by this governp-
ment."”

In support of his views on the guestion of
annexation Mr. Morton quoted from the
articles of federation, from the Monroe doe-
trine and from the Washingion funeral
oration delivered by General Henry Lee
In congress, December 26, 1788, in which
Abe speaker hearkens to the spirit of Wash-
Ington saying:

“Reverence, religion;  diffuse  knowledge
throughout your land, Fauonlze the nris
pud sclences, Let lberty and order be n-
peparable companions, Control party spirit,
the bane of free government. Observe good
fuith to aod cultivate peace with all nations.
Bhut up every avenue to foreign Iufluence;
and contract, rather than exiend, your na-
tlonal government, Rely on yourselves only,
be Americans In thought and deed. Thus
will you give lmmortality to that union
which was the constant vbject of my Lerres-
trinl labors. Thus will you preserve undis-
turbed to the latest posterity the felleity
of & people to me most dear, apd thus will
you supply, M my happiness Is now aught
to, you, the only vacauucy in the round of
pure bliss high bheaven bestows."

"In view of the records made aguinst ac-
quir'ng remote territory by the fathers of
Lhis republic and with the cautivos  of
Wasbington's farewell address in this re-
gard constantly ringing in the public ear,
Lt seeus o me thal & wajority of the

lead to the belief that this shutdown, in
sothe cases, may not occur at all this year,
while in others the time devoted to repairs
and stock taking will be consideralily
abridged.

The situation in lron {s a rather mixed
one, most complaints coming from the wosl,
It ts significant, however, that the fall in
coust freight rates hoas been credited with
improving demand for lron and steel for
export, and considerable orders have anl-
ready been booked, notalily some steel ralls
for Egypt and Mexico, while orders for 10,-
000 tons are reported refused on necount of
time limits set. Pig iron and steel rails
reflect the lessened nctivity in a shading of
prices. Doubts are expressed as to the abil-
ity of the pig iron makers to control produe-
tlon and the next two weeks will probably
be full of interest to the iron trade gener-
ally.

First of the Third Nebraska to Be Musterod
Into Service.

CAPTAIN NEVE AND HIS MEN LEAD THE WAY

Nenrvly the Full Strength of the Regl-
ment s Now Represented
Fort Omahn, Where Millinry
Law Rules Supreme,

Company C of Omaha, Captain Willlam
Neve, had the honor of belng the first com-
pany of the Third regiment, Nebraska Vol-
unteer Infantry, to be musteréd into the!
service, Yesterday afternoon about & o'clock
the company was marched to the parade
grounds and with bared hoads and up-
Hfted right hands heard the onth read to
them by Lieutenant Duff, U. 8 A, and
promised to remain faithful to the United
States and to obey the commuands of the
president and other superior officers, Im-
mediately after taking the onth the men
were marched (o the headquarters and
glgned thelr names to the muster rolls.

Fort Omahn I8 agsuming quite u military
appearance, the grounds being completely
patrolled now both night and day and mili-
tary discipline strictly enforeed. Guards
stand duty at the entrance to the grounds
and all visitors are compelled to give an ac-
count of themselves to the corporal of the
guard before they arve permitted to enter,
The recruits are Kept within the limits of
the government properly and the saloon
keepers at the fort are receiving the patron-
age of only the few who manage o run the
gauntlet or get permission to leave the
grounds, Peddlers are not allowed within
the grounds, but an enterprising pop boy
remains on the outside and accomplishes n
sale of his bevernges by throwlog the bot-
tles over the danger line.

More than 1,000 men are at the fort now,
all the companles having arrived with the
exception of the company from Alma and It
is doubtful whether that company will come,
a8 at last report It had only forty men en-
rolled, Of the companies which are at the
fort company D of Omaha bears the dis-
tinctlon of passing Lthe best physical exam-
Ination, losing & very small proportion of lts
men. MajJor Koerper has been examining
men for the army since 1561 and In his
experience he says he never saw as well
developed a company of men as those in
company I). The company {8 made up
chiefly of Danish recrults from Omaha and
South Omoha.
